30.—Andrew 
Bonar 
Law' died in his modest London home 
at 3 o’clock this 
morning. 
Five 
months ago, on May 20, he. resigned 
the premiership because of a throat 
malady which for a long time had 
troubled him. 
He had been prime 
minister for seven months. 
Upon his 
retirement he was reluctant to admit 
that his career was finished and held 
his seat in the House of Commons 
where he since had made two or three 
appearances. 
Ten days ago Mr. Bonar Law re­ 
turned to London from Brighton aft­ 
er a visit of several weeks. 
His phy­ 
sicians issued a statement to the ef­ 
fect that he had contracted a severe 
chill, but the public did not suspect 
that the end was so near until they 
read in this morning’s 
newspapers 
that he had developed pneumonia and 
a condition that gave rise to consid­ 
erable anxiety. 
Soon afterward ex­ 
tras appeared on the streets giving 
the news of his death. 
The Ex-premier’s daughter, his only 
near relative left in England, was 
with him at the end. 
His two sons 
were killed in the World War, a sor­ 
row from which Mr. Bonar Law never 
recovered.

VOTE FOR GOOD ROADS 


Four proposed amendments to the 
constitution will be voted upon by the 
electorate of Adams county and the 
state as a whole in the general elec­ 
tion Tuesday, November 6. 
Probably the most important, and 
certainly the one with the greatest 
general interest attached to it, au­ 
thorizes the state to issue bonds to 
the amount of one hundred millions 
of dollars for the purpose of improv­ 
ing and rebuilding the highways 
of 
Pennsylvania. 
It should be made clear first, how­ 
ever, that the amount of of the bond 
issue for which 
Pennsylvania 
will 
vote is only $50,000,000, or one half 
of the total amount authorized. 
In 1918, the voters, 
by a decisive 
majority of 265,000 
votes, 
amended 
the constitution so that $50,000,000 
would be borrowed for road construc­ 
tion purposes. 
This has been spent 
and another $50,000,000 is needed to 
carry on the program so efficiently 
begun. 
So, the voters are merely 
asked to 
approve a 
constitutional 
amendment to raise the debt limit 
$50,000,000. 
That will give the state 
$50,000,000 more for road construc­ 
tion. 
Unless the .people of the state ap­ 
prove the bond issue, road construc­ 
tion work in the state will cease for 
five years beyond construction already 
authorized, except for such construc­ 
tion is made possible by legislative 
appropriation, which is very limited. 
Good roads have had more to do 
with the development of Pennsylvania, 
through which every man, woman and 
child in the state has benefited, res­ 
idents of rural communities more so, 
than any other element. 
This newspaper is convinced of the 
soundness and reasonableness of the 
appeal to authorize the bond issue and 
recommends to the voters of Adams 
county, regardless of party affiliations, 
that they vote YES on the Proposed 
Amendment to the Constitution Num­ 
ber- One, as it will appear ort the bal­ 
lot November 6.
